Feeding 

Twenty-nine Macaca mulatta . Category C. underwent food regulation to motivate 
learning. Animals were given a reduced ration of monkey chow during the 
testing period of five days per week. During this time, their diets were 
supplemented by food rewards earned during testing and by food treats given as 
part of the enrichment program. The investigator and the veterinary staff 
monitored the animals' health status. Daily assessments included body 
condition, food consumption, behavior, and hydration status. Animals were 
weighed weekly and returned to full feed when not on study. Animals did not 
exhibit any overt discomfort or distress. 


Watering 

Three Macaca mulatta. Category C, and three Macaca mulatta , Category D. 
underwent water regulation to enhance performance and motivation to learn and 
perform complex tasks. Fluid intake was sufficient to maintain the animals’ 
health and well-being. It was accomplished by permitting the animals to earn 
fluid to satiety each day during behavioral training and testing, providing ad 
libitum chow and treats and stopping fluid regulation when animals were not on 
study. Daily assessments included body condition, food consumption, behavior, 
and hydration status. Animals were weighed weekly and did not exhibit any overt 
discomfort or distress.

The rabbit is placed in a 
body stocking made of elastic dancer tights and placed in a Plexiglas cradle. During 
recording, the head is restrained by clamping the skull bar and the custom-fitted ear 
molds are inserted. Initially the rabbit sits in the cradle for 15 minutes without the ear 
molds and without its head being restrained. Over 5 days, this period is gradually 
increased to 2 hr. the ear molds inserted, and the head clamped. All animals tested so far 
adapt to this situation without any overt signs of discomfort, Since there are no pressure 
points, pain is avoided. We have not noticed any increased resistance or struggling while 
placing the animal in the body stocking suggesting that this procedure is not highly 
aversive to the animal. TTiis exception was approved by the (lACUC), after their 
determination of scientific justification.

During the experiment animals are 
maintained in one over one caging in the animal facility. This is a safety measure that 
allows the animals to be closely monitored for potential adverse reactions as well as 
collection of physiological samples. Typically 3-9 dogs make up an experiment, 
allowing olfactory and auditory contact and when possible visual contact, Animals in 
cages will be provided with additional human contact by both the investigators and the 
facility staff consisting of positive physical contact and food rewards (if not 
contraindicated by study protocol) during the period they are single housed without 
exercise. At the end of the study, dogs are returned to the regular colony.
